G.S.R. 3S7(E).—In cxcicisc of the powers conferred by Section 27 of Ihc Raraput 
Raza Libraiy Act, 1975' (22 of 1975), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and coiiimeiicemeiit.—(1) These rules may be called the Rampiir Rii^a 
Library Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall cotnc into force on the 1st day of July, 1975. 

2. DclinlUun.—In these rules, ‘Act"’ means the Rampur Raza Libraiy Act, 1975 
(22 of 1975). 

3. Term of olllcc of members.—The term of office of a nominated member shall be 
five years from the date on which the nominationi of such member is nolilied by the 
Central Government in the Oflicial Gazette. 

4. Dlsquallllcntlons for membership.—A person shall not be eligible for nomination 
as a menilx:r if he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a e'ompetent court or 
is an undischarged insolvent. 

5. Cessation of membership.—A nominated member shall cease lo hold office as 
such,— 

(a) if he becomes of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent court; 

(b) if he becomes an undisch irgcd insolvent; 

(c> if, without permission of the Chairman, he is absent from four consecutive 
meetings of the Board; or 

(d) if he leaves the country with no intention of leturning. 

6 . Travelling and dally allowances.—(I) A member, other than the Chairman, perform¬ 
ing journeys in connection with any work relating to the Rampur Raza Library, shall 
be entitled to such travelling and daily allowances as arc specified in these rules. 

(2) Every member who is an officer of Government shall be entitled to such travelling 
and daily allowances as arc admissible under the rules applicable to him for journeys 
performed on official duty. 

(3) Where any travelling or daily allowance is paid to a member under sub-rule (2), 
the Board shall make necessary arrangements for the reimburs-cmcnl of the amount so 
paid to the authority employing such officer. 

(4) A non-official member shall be enlillcd to travelling allowance, in respect of his 
journeys to attend meetings of the Board from his usual place of residence to the place 
of meeting, at the highest rate admissible to the Central Government servants of the 
First Grade ; 

Provided that where such member is a resident of the place of the meeting he shall 
be entillcd only lo the actual cost of conveyance charges, subject lo a maximum ol 
twenty rupees per day. 

(5) (a) A non-official member shall be entitled lo daily allowance at the highest rate 
admissible lo the Central Government servants of the First Grade for the respective 
localities. 
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(b) In addition to the daily allowance tor the days of tlw meeting, a non-olliciaj 
member shall also be entitled to full daily allowance for the day preceding and/or the 
day following the meeting if,—- 

(i) he arrives in the forenoon of the day preceding the day of the meeting or on 

an earlier day, and/or 

(ii) he departs at 12 noon or in the afternoon of the day following the day of the 

meeting or on a later day : 

Provided that he shall be entitled to only half daily allowance for the day preceding 
and/or for the day following the meeting if,— 

(i) he arrives at 12 noon or in the afternoon of the day preceding the day of the 

meeting, and/or 

(ii) ho departs in the forenoon of the day following the day of the meeting. 

( 6 ) The travelling and daily allowances specified in this rule shall also be admissible 
to persons associated with the Board under Section 10 of the Act. 

7 Conljracts.—<1) All contracts entered into by or on behalf of the Board shall be 
authorised by a resolution of the Board. 

(2) Every contract entered into by the Board shall be in writing and shall be executed 
on behalf of tho Board by the Chairman or any memlicr authorised by the Board in 
this behalf and shall contain the common seal of the Board, 

8 . Custody of the common seal.—^The common seal of the Board shall be kept in 
safe custody with the Chairman, Vice-Chaiiman or any other member or officer of the 
Rampur Raza Library, authorised by tho Board in this behalf. 

9, Budget, returns and other pardcular.s of the Board.—^The Board shall submit to 
the Central Government copies of its budget, returns, statements and other reports in 
such manner and on such dates as specified below, namely :— 

(a) three copies of the budget for the succeeding financial year together wilh a 

statement showing the sums which would be required from the Central 
Government during that year and the revised estimaics for the current 
financial year, on or before the 1st day of August; 

(b) quarterly statements for each quarter ending with March, June, September 

and December of each year showing the actual income and expenditure 
during the qjuarter, on or before the 10 th day of the month following the 
close of the quarter; 

(e) fifty copies (both in Hindi and English) of the annual report, on or before 

the Ist day of October of the year following the one to which it relates: 

(d) fifty copies of the accounts us certified by the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India or any other officei; authorised by him in this behalf, on 
or before the Ist day of October of the year following the one to which 
it relates; 

(c) twenty-five copies of journals, publications, periodicals and catclogues, if any, 

published by the Board for distribution to libraries or for use by depart- 
ments of Government, within two months from the date of publication; and 

(f) two copies of the agenda and the minutc.s of the meetings of the Board us soon 

as they are approved.
